HEAVY RAINS 
BOON TO CROPS 


Philadelphia. 
Aug. 
25 
CAP).— 
Heavy rains in the central and east­ 
ern parts of Pennsylvania during 
the past week were a boon to crop; 
and pastures, mony badly in need of 
moisture, the United States weath­ 
er bureau reported today. 
“In the western third of the state 
the rains were mostly moderate.” it 
said. 
“The heavy rains covered the 
regions that were most in need of 
moisture, anc! I he moderate rains 
were generally ample in the western 
counties. 
“Pastures we^e suffering severely 
in some of the central and eastern 
counties, but should revive rapidly, 
while other crops that were begin­ 
ning to fe«l the need of moisture 
should speed up their growth and 
development. 
No permanent harm 
seems to have been done by the 
drought, and conditions should now' 
be good in nearly all parts of the 
state. 
“Com has been doing well except­ 
ing in the 
driest 
regions, and is 
generally very promising. 
Late po­ 
tatoes are good in the chief growing

The story follows: 
“Another popular engineer of the 
Reading system is now on the re­ 
tired 
list.

Trostle,

active service August I. 
“He had an historical career, one 
tim e 
being reported 
killed 
in 
a 
wreck; was in charge of the train 
that was buried in a snowdrift at 
Peach Orchard cut, near G ettys­ 
burg; made records for fast passen­ 
ger trains he ran; held a prominent 
place with the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Engineers, and started when 
engines were quite different from 
what they are now. 
“ Davy’ Trostle, as he is known to 
an army of friends, is a native of 
Reading and started as a fireman 
running out of Gettysburg, starting 
September 19, 1890. 
In 1897 he was 
promoted to freight engineer and as­ 
signed to Harrisburg and 12 years 
later was named passenger engineer. 
For 12 years he operated the ‘Queen 
of the Valley,’ crack Reading train 
from Allentown to Harrisburg, and 
for nine years was engineer on the 
Harrisburg flier over the sam e run.”

He made his first public state­ 
ment on the court situation since 
Congress shelved his demand to en­ 
large the high tribunal by one new 
member for each present justice over 
70 who did not retire.

Tuesday night of the act which re­ 
organized lower court procedure but 
did not change the organization of 
the highest court, major objective in 
Roosevelt’s rejuvenation program. 
Mr. Roosevelt said there still was

FOR NEW DRIVERS 


Harrisburg. Aug. 25 'AP*. — Tile 
commonwealth is going to set up 
schools for new’ auto drivers. 
Announcing the Innovation today. 
Percy W. Foote, commissioner of 
the motor police, said lectures and 
other lessons will be given in a few 
substations, at the start, and if the 
public responds, other schools will 
be spread over the state. 
The state is producing 300.000 new 
drivers a year. Commissioner Foote 
said, and one-third of that number, 
are from 16 to 22 years old. 
“We must Impress on these new 
drivers that an automobile is not 
just a horseless buggy.” he asserted. 
‘‘Many have no idea what makes a 
car go. stop or skid.” he said. “They 
memorize the code and we give them 
a license. 
The man who has a 
knowledge of the car’s mechanism 
will make a competent driver.” 
Fitting into this plan to instruct 
would-be operators is the commis­ 
sioner’s proposal to grant only tem­ 
porary licenses to learners. 
They 
would be on probation for a year, or 
until they had driven 10.000 miles, 
before the state would issue them a 
full 
license, 
under his tentative 
plan. 
‘ This will make a fellow natural­ 
ly drive more safely. 
It will make 
him think about speeding or taking 
chances." Foote says. 
Training courses in .schools and 
colleges also may be developed later, 
Foote said, and he welcomed such 
co-operation.
